Ing, with subsequent events, which 
were told by Ballard to a cltisen of 
this town, from whom the queer 
story was learned. Ballard bad 
heretofore kept silent on the sub- 
ject since his release from prison, 
and the story has never been pub- 
lished. The killing connected 
with the trials of Ballard will be 
remembered as attracting 
tentlon than any slmi ar tragedy 
ever enacted In this patt of Ken- 
tucky. Ballard's story Is in sub- 
stance as follows, and he vouches 
for it, and many patts are borne 
out: About twenty years ago Bal- 
lard, then living near Olympia, 
this county, owed taxes oa his 
property amounting to about $64. 
Sheriff Dick Crouch sent one of hli 
deputies, whose name is withheld, 
to collect the money, which Bal- 
lard paid. The depnty then re- 
turned here, and related to Sheriff 
Crouch a thrilling tale of how Jack 
Ballard and h's two brothers, Mos- 
es and James, bad held blm up In 
a lonely spot and robbed him of 
the money. 

The fiery Sheriff at once went to 
Olympia, where be accused Bal- 
lard of the robbery. Ballard knock- 
ed Crouch down, and Peter Spen- 
cer came to the aid of the Sheriff. 
Next day Ballard went to a lonely 
road where Peter Spencer was at 
work, and, In a quarrel which fol- 
lowed, the men engaged in a pistol 
duel, Ballard killing Spencer. 
Ballard was brought here for trial, 
with a heavy guard surrounding 
him. It was known that an at- 
tempt would be nade to release 

When the day of the trial came, 
the town was filled with friends of 
both sides, and all day friends 
worked among them to prevent an 
armed outbreak. When Ballard 
was taken to the court-bouse armed 
guards surrounded him. Ballard's 
two brothers were there, and be- 
fore leaving home that morning 
they had promised their mother 
that Jack should not be taken to 
the penitentiary. In the court- 
room ^rlendsjof the Ballards were 
watched closely to prevent them 
taking the prisoner from the 
guards. When the jury returned 
a verdict of life imprisonment, pan- 
demonium reigned. The guards 
closed in around Ballard and start- 
ed with him to jail. 

Once on the street, Mose and 
Jim Ballard drew their revolvers 
and attacked the guards, who at 
once drew their weapons and com- 
menced firing. Seeing there was 
no chance to rescue Jack, Mose

fleeing down Slate avenue. One 
of the guards took ■ position 
corner where the post-cl 
t now is, and fired at Mose wl'h 
pistol, killing him. Another 
guard took aim ftom behind a small 
building oyer a well just in front 
of the jail, and killed Jim. Both 
men fell dtad within one hundred 
yards of the court house. The 
gnsrd who killed Mose, told the 
physician, who undressed Mose, 
to look on a certain place on Mose's 
body and they would find the bul- 
let hole that be put there. The 
physician looked and there was the 
hole. Alter the battle Jack Bal- 
lard was hurried to Frankfort. A 
few years passed and several peti- 
tions were seat to the Governor, 
pleading for clemency. Each time 
a petition for a pardon went to 
Frankfort there also went a peti- 
tion signed by Dick Crouch, for- 
mer Sheriff, and his friends, pro- 
testing against the pardon. 

Several times this was done, un- 
til at last a letter came to Dick 
Crouch from some point in the 
West, the postmark on the envel- 
ope being obliterated. The envel- 
ope contained $64, and the writer 
stated that he was the termer Dep- 
uty Sheriff, who had accused Bal- 
lard of robbing him of the money 
he had paid for taxes, and which 
had directly caused the killing of 
three men. The deputy stated 
that he had disappeared just after 
the killing because he could not 
stand the remorse which continual- 
ly haunted him here, and that he 
had just succeeded in securing 
enongh money to pay the debt, 
and praying Crouch to use his ef- 
forts to release Ballard. Crouch 
went immediately to work with a 
petition, It is said, and Ballard was 
paroled.

He fays only six shots were fired 
from his bouse and those were 
from a gun by E ioch Stone.
